• There Is no Improvement In ihe labor 
Situation In Poland. At Sosnovice. a 
center of the Iron and cotton indus¬ 
tries. 40,000 men are on strike with the 
accompaniment of street parades and 
Intimidation of those workmen who 
have not struck. The disturbance at 
Lodz, where a volley from the soldiers 
killed six people and wounded forty- 
eight. has not been senewed. A rail¬ 
way station near Sosnovice was de¬ 
stroyed and traffic interrupted. Maxim 
Gorky will be put on trial on political 
charges, but whether beforo a civil or 
a military court, has pot been deter¬ 
mined. The report of his release from 
prison was erroneous. 

It Is believed In Washington that the 
President will call Congress to meet 
In extra aessloft late In March or early 
In April. If it does not conclude the 
consideration of the legislation which 
he has advised before adjournment. 
Me is said to be determined that the 
responslblllly for any failure to enact 
railroad rate legislation shall be placed 
•quarely on the shoulders of Congress. 

In the Senate yesterday Judge 
Charles Swayne’s formal reply to the 
articles of Impeachment of the House 
was rend by his attorney. Mr. Thurston. 
Judge Swayne denies some of the 
charges and admits others, but says his 
conduct In every Instance was Justi¬ 
fied. The House was given time to file 
a response and the trial will proceed on 
February 10. . 

The cold wave continues to hover 
over Louisville and the Indications do 
not promise warmer weather to-day. 
The Ohio river Is frozen over at sev¬ 
eral points and navigation is prac¬ 
ticably suspended. Freezing weather In 
<he Southern States is reported, with 
damage to the fruit crops at some 
points. Traffic Is Impeded also.

HOUSE TO VOTE WEDNESDAY. 


The Kentucky Senate yesterday, by 
a vote of 16 to 12, declined to recede 
from the amendments which It had 
grafted on to the Wells Substitute Bill. 
This result was reached after a spirit¬ 
ed discussion of three hours’ duration. 
Conference committees will meet again, 
probably early next week, and endeavor 
to formulate a report satisfactory to 
both houses. 1 


The Committee on Elections of the 
Indiana House of Representatives has 
recommended for passage the Branch 
B1>U, making the use of voting machines 
mandatory in every county of the State. 
The committee has given the matter 
careful consideration and consulted 
with manufacturers of the machines. 


The Teniveesee House of Representa¬ 
tives yesterday adopted a resolution 
urging the pansagg by Congress of the 
Hepburn-Dolllver Anti-Jug Bill. A new 
bill was Introduced providing for the 
creation of County Boards of Educa 
Hon vested with the control of schools.

Washington. Feb. 3.—[Special.]— 
The Esch - Townsend - Administration 
Freight Rate Bill was Indorsed to-day 
at a conference of the House Republic¬ 
ans and It was agreed that a drastic 
rule should be brought in prohibiting 
all amendments and permitting a vote 
on nothing but the bill itself and a sub¬ 
stitute to be offered by the Democrats. 
The rule will also provide that the 
debate begin on Tuesday and that the 
vote be taken Immediately after the 
counting of the electoral vote. So the 
bill will be passed on Wednesday unless 
the counting of the electoral vote takes 
so long that the bill cannot be taken up 
until Thursday morning. 

The only outspoken opposition came 
from the Pennsylvania delegation, and 
It was nipped in the bud by Speaker 
Cannon, who took the floor and told the 
meeting in plain, stralght-from-the- 
shoulder terms that the House simply 
had to pass this bill, and that wns all 
there was of it. 

• • • 

Pennsylvanians Angry. 

The Pennsylvanians say they will 
vote ngHtnst the bill. Mr. Mahon, of 
that State, was so enraged over the sit¬ 
uation that he went out Into the lobby 
and stood there while the vote was 
taken, refusing to be a party to the 
proceedings. He was followed by Mr, 
Gardner, of New Jersey. 

Mr. Esch and his friends think the 
action was that of a caucus and is 
binding on those present. The oppon¬ 
ents of the bill think it was only a 
conference and that they were not 
bound. 

When the conference was called to 
order Mr. Townsend took the floor and 
explained his bill. He was followed by 
Col. Hepburn, of Iowa, who urged its 
passage.

Mahon Denounces It.

Cannon’s Ultimatum. 


Washington, Feb. 3—Summons’s to¬ 
day were served on Secretary of the 
Treasury Shaw, Secretary of the Inte¬ 
rior Hitchcock and United States Treas¬ 
urer Roberta in proceedings Instituted 
against them by Richard McLlsh, a 
Choctaw Indian, to enjoin them from 
drawing and paying warranto to aiti*- 
fy the award of a fee of 1750.000 to the 
law firm of McMurray. Mansfield & 
Cornish, of South McAlester. I. T.. for 
services In “purifying** the citizenship 
rolls of the Choctaw Indians 
The award was made under author¬ 
ity of an act of Congrees. McLlsh 
charged that the firm secured this fee 
by fraudulently concealing and with¬ 
holding the fact that the firm already 
had been paid salaries aggregating $15.- 
000 a year for their service*, and sums 
aggregating approximately $200,000 for 
their expenses, etc., alleged that the 
Arm drafted In Its own Interest the 
provision In the act conferring the au¬ 
thority for this fee on the citizenship 
court, and allege that the citizenship 
cases on account of which the fee has 
been allowed are not yet Anally deter¬ 
mined, end that the rights to enroll¬ 
ment, etc., of the Choctaw and Chick¬ 
asaw Indian funds are not yet Anally 
settled.

CARRIAGE OF THE FINANCIER 


Runs Down a Woman and An Angry 
Crowd Gathers and Threat¬ 
ens Violence. 


New York, Feb. 3.—[Special.]-!. 
Fierpont .Morgan, while riding down 
the Bower)' to-day in a cab driven by 
John Byron, was threatened with vio¬ 
lence by an angry mob when his driver 
a»cc1den.taUj* ran down Mrs. Marie 
•8acco. an Italian woman. The acci¬ 
dent occurred a* Bayard street and 
the Bowery, and the mob followed the 
cab all the way to the entrance to the 
Brooklyn bridge. In an attempt to 
cross the street as the cab was ap- 
proarfung, Mrs. Sacco was knocked 
down and trampled on by the horses* 
hoofs. The driver attempted to escape, 
as he saw en angTy crowd gathering. 
The members of the mob menaced him, 
a/nd he urged the horses to a faster 
gait. A policeman standing on the 
slderwalk raw* the attack and shouted 
to the driver to stop, but Byron paid 
no attention* to him, and continued 
down the Bowery Into Park Row. 

It was not until the entrance to the 
Brooklyn, bridge was reached tha-t the 
motley crowd caught up wUh the cab 
containing the financier. The driver of 
the cab was* immediately placed un-deT 
arrest. He said that he had orders to 
gel to Mr. Morgan's office as quickly 
as possible, and that was why he did 
ncit heed the commands to halt. He 
said he did not knock the woman down, 
but that she fell lit the way of the cab. 

Mr. Morgan left the cab at the bridge, 
procured anctheT conveyance and pro¬ 
ceeded to bis office. Arriving at his 
office, Mr. Morgan sent McDermott, his 
rpedal policeman, to court, where the 
proceedings were very brle€, and the 
driver was discharged. 

Mrs. Sacco rtioiwtd very little harm 
from the accident a d refused to make 
a complaint. Mr. Morgan was at his 
office in the afternoon, apparently un¬ 
flurried by the incident. 


The Indiana Senate yesterday passed 
the antl-clgarette bill.

Declares They Are Responsible For 
System of Organized Vice 
In Philadelphia. 


IN NO HURRY. 


Cold Wave Remains An

Philadelphia. Feb. 3.—A presentment 
made* to-day by the grand Jury' to Judge 
Audenried. in the Criminal Court, con¬ 
tains n statement that organized vice 
exists In this city, and that the respon¬ 
sibility for it rest* upon David J 
Smyth. Director of Public Safety, and 
other high police officials. The grand 
Jury further declares that political 
leaders aTo in some cases connected 
with disreputable resorts and through 
the Influences of thewe politicians the 
resorts are exempt from police Inter¬ 
ference. The pr.^Fentment states that 
a number pf policemen were examined 
and in every case they testified that 
where vicious establishments came un¬ 
der their notice they reported them to 
their superiors, and that In many case* 
no further action was taken. The po¬ 
licemen are characterized ns an efficient 
body, who would purify the city If per¬ 
mitted to do so by their superiors. 


MUSTBE ENTERTAINED TO DAY 


Jackson. Ky.. Feb. 3 —[Special. ]— 
Telephone communications this morn¬ 
ing from Sheriff Woodson McCord fr°m 
Hazard, in Peiry county, brought the 
information that he and Deputy Stoke- 
ly had succeeded In arresting Moses B. 
Feltner, but since that time no word 
has been received from the officers, and 
although they said they would leave 
Hazard this morning for Jackson, they 
had not arrived to-night, and grave 
fear Is felt by some that something 
might have happened to the party along 
the rood. 

Judging from the time consumed by 
the officera In making the trip from 
Jackson to Hazard, they should have 
mode their return trip long before this, 
and. although repeated effort* have 
been made to communicate with Haz¬ 
ard to-night, it was Impossible to do *o, 
and It Is- the belief that the wire* have 
been cut between the two point*. 

While It Is known that Feltner was 
anxious to surrender to the officer* and 
accompany them to Winchester In or¬ 
der to answer to the contempt pro¬ 
ceedings In the Clark Circuit Court and 
also give hk* testimony in the con¬ 
tempt cases against Janus and Alex 
Hargis and B. F. French, some fear 1* 
expressed that the Sheriff's party may 
have been overtaken on the rood and 
made to release Feltner In order that 
he could be spirited away. If such 
a move should be made it Is believed 
that those who attempted It would ex¬ 
perience much trouble In carrying out 
their plana, as Sheriff McCV>id Is known 
to be a man absolutely without fear 
and willing to take hi* chance* with any 
rnan to protect a prisoner.

FROZEN IN ALABAMA. 


Four Years For Embezzle¬ 
ment, Out Again. 


FYankfort. Ky., Feb. 8.—[Special.]’ 
In affirming a Judgment of the Floyd 
Circuit Court to-day. In a case of John 
F. Butler against A. B. Stephen*, the 
Court of Appeals upheld the validity of 
the act of the General Assembly at the 
last regular session creating the Thirty- 
first Judicial district of Kentucky. .The 
opinion was delivered by Judge O’Rear, 
the whole court sitting and concurring. 

The new district is composed of the 
counties of Knott, Floyd und Magoffin 
counties. The appellant Is the Com 
monwealth’s Attorney of the Twenty- 
fourth judicial district, which before 
tht- passage of the act. embraced the 
counties of Knott and Floyd. Appellee 
is tiu* Appointee of Gov. Beckham to 
the office of Commonwealth’s Attorney 
of the new- Thirty-first district. 

The- legislative act Is construed by 
the <*ourt here In connection with Sec¬ 
tions U8, 132 and 131 of the Constitution, 
and rays it I* valid.

GORGES IN THE OHIO. 

Boats Tied Up and People Cross On 
the Ice. 

Evansville, Ind.. Feb. 3.—The worst 
conditions in many years prevail on 


the lower Ohio river. The gorge at 
Cloverport, Ky.. which formed the first 
of the week Is growing In rlze hourly 
and is said to be almost fifty miles in 
length. People are crossing the river at 
Cloverport on the gorge. 

The gorge at French Islands Is hold¬ 
ing intact and a new gorge several 
miles in length formed at New burg. 

Ind., ten miles above this city A gbrge 
is forming a quarter of a mile above 
the city and another is forming about 
half a mile below here wffilch promises 
to All the channel of the river in a 
few hours. A gorge is also reported at 
the Louisville and Nashville railroad 
bridge at Henderson, Ky. A large 
gorge is forming at the mouth of the 
Wabash river that promises to become 
several miles In length. 

Green river is frozen over for the 
first time In many years, and all boats 
are tied up. Pond and Rough rivers ore 
frozen over solidly and the Wabash is 
one solid sheet of ice from Terre 
Haute to Us mouth. 

At Unlontown, Ky.. the Ohio is froz¬ 
en solidly and people are crossing on 
the ice. A gorge Is reported Just above 
West Franklin, Ind. 

SOUTHERN STATES SUFFER. 

Traffic Impaired and Crops Damaged 
At Some Points. 

Memphis, Tenn., Feb. 3.—A heavy 
blanket of sleet and snow is spread 
over the Centra* South to-night. Rail¬ 
road traffic has been considerably lm- 
jmlred, and all trains are reported sev¬ 
eral hours behind time. The thermom¬ 
eter registers seven degrees above zero 
at Little Rock, and reports from that 
city state that, the fruit crop of 
Arkansas has been severely damaged. 

Last night’s storm of snow and sleet, 
which covered tht» city to a depth of 
six lnche*. was prevalent over the 
States of Tennessee. Arkansas. Miss¬ 
issippi. Northern Louisiana, parts of 
Indian Territory and Northern and 
Central Texas. The temperature Is 
twenty above at Dallas. 

A report from Greenville, Miss., says 
that ungathered cotton In that region 
ha® been almopt deistroyed. 

In Memphis, the temperature is 
twelve above to-night, and stationary 
the thermometer having risen several 
degrees (luring the day. The river here 
la completely covered with Ice, and 
navigation Is practically suspended. 

MARINE TRAFFIC IMPEDED. 

Only Powerful Steam Craft Ply In 
New York Harbor. 

New York. Feb. 3.—Marine traffic In 
the harbor and In the westerly end of 
Long Island Sound was badly ham¬ 
pered to-day by Ice. Only powerful 
steam craft could force their way 
through the fields of floating Ice. com¬ 
posed of floe* broken from the ice sheet 
over the Hudson river and of thick new 
Ice formed last night. As the wind and 
tide shifted the ice moved from one side 
of the harbor and from one river to the 
other Ferryboats were much delayed 
or altogether tied up. Long Izland 
Sound for several miles east of Hell 
Gate Is packed with Ice. Nothing was 
able to navigate but steam vessels and 
they made slow progress. Sailing ves¬ 
sels ate practically frozen in.

In sup* 
port of the motion he had made to 
recede Senator Farris urged that it 
was the only means by which the sea-

dent Thome recognised Senator <’ar*t- 
rtll to respond. He did so at some 
length.

Cantrill Speaks. 

In opening, the Senator from Scott 
declared that In hi# opinion the Senate 
should refuse to recede from Its amend¬ 
ments and ask a committee of confer¬ 
ence.

STRIKERS ON THE MARCH.

So# novice. Feb. 8.—About 40,000 men 
are now out on strike. 

At a meeting of strikers to-day the 
men forcibly dragged officials belonging 
to the management of varlou# concerns 
to the place of meeting. All the speak¬ 
ers insisted on the preservation of pub¬ 
lic order. The men’s demand* Include 
a minimum wage of seventy-five cents 
a day, eight hours to constitute a day’s 
work; various reforms in factory man¬ 
agement and old-age pensions. After 
the meeting 12,000 rtrlkers marched six 
miles to the Dombnova district In per¬ 
fect order, but everywhere persuading 
workmen to strike.

LEE’S UNHERALDED 
VISIT TO FORT THOMAS. 


Blinded by Jealousy, August Stlef- 
vater shot, and almost instantly killed, 
Mrs. Nellie Shaw Kleinstuber yesterday 
morning jn a room at the Farmer’s 
Central Hotel, at 20« ISast Market 
street. The shooting occurred at some 
rime between 4 and 5 o’clock, exartiy 
when 1* not known. a* none 
of the other guests of the hotel heard 
the shots, and only became aware of 
the tragedy when StlSfvater, suffering 
Intense pain, called faintly for help. 
Ftlefvater’s calls were heard and re¬ 
sponded to by David A. Peters, night 
clerk of the hotel, who ram to their as¬ 
sistance. being Joined speedily by guests 
of the house. 

Stlefvater, accompanied by Mrs. 
Kleinstuber, went to the hotel between 
8 and 9 o'clock Thursday night, and 
registered under the assumed name of 
"Gus 8topher and wife." They were 
shown to their room, and nothing more 
wa# hoard or seen of them until the 
early morning, when Peters heard some 
one call faintly, "Help!" Peters ran 
Into the hall and listened for the call. 
After it had been repeated several 
times, he )ocnted>the sound, and rushed 
to the room occupied by Stlefvater and 
Mrs. Kleinstuber. 

Summoning assistance, he was Joined 
by Roscoe Ogden and Ed Ogden, the 
proprietors of the place, and Patrol¬ 
man Mike Cro«fs, who wa* p\s#ing ;tie 
W^el at the time, going off watch. They 
found that the woman was nearly dead, 
and that the man was badly wounded. 
The City Hospital ambulance was sum¬ 
moned and the man and his victim were 
taken to the hospital for treatment. 

When the bodies were first seen Stlef¬ 
vater seemed to be unconscious, but 
when roused by Patrolman Cross, he 
was able to dress himself without aid, 
and make his way down the stairs to 
the ambulance. His strength lasted 
until the hospital was reached, when 
he collapsed, and he ha# never rallied. 
Mrs. Klelnxtuher died shortly after 
reaching the hospital. 

The wound* of the victim# were sim¬ 
ilar In nature, both having been In¬ 
flicted by a .32 caliber revolver of the 
cheap bull-dog type. Stlefvater’s wound 
is In the right temple and the shot that 
took Mrs. Kleinstuber'# life struck her 
In the left temple, penetrating the 
brain. Stlefvater’s brain was also pen¬ 
etrated by the bullet, and though it 
has been removed, there Is Utile hope 
that he will recover.

•At the <Tty Hospital, Ju*t before the 
operation to remove the bull;:, Stief- 
ri'er regained ccJLrvdiMisne/# ar.d fold 
Dr, L. V. Williams, one of the Internes,

"I am sorry now I shot her." he 
added. 

Mre. KMnrtuber we# only nineteen 
year# of age. but she had been married 
nearly four ytarx, and had a small son, 
about three year# old. She had been 
separated from her huabard. Oscir 
Klelnrtuber. ferr over two y^ars. and In 
that time had resumed her maidi-n 
rnm^, of Nellie Shaw. Stlefvater be¬ 
came acquainted with Mrs. Kletostuber 
shortly qJter her separation from her 
hu.vband. ar.d has been constantly at¬ 
tentive to her alnee. Hi* actions a’ d 
attentions were of o most exacting na¬ 
ture, and It .1* #ald by friend# of the 
dead* woman Urn she had be:n heard to 
exclaim against the Jea ou*Ies of Stfef- 
vnter. and to wish that she could rid 
her«e!f of so oxacting a love* When¬ 
ever ahe tried to cut off the Intimacy. 
It Is #ald that Stlefva'tcr threatened 
numerous times to "blow out her 
brains."

These squads can be divided so as to 
represent every line of trade in your city. 
Lot the great dallies get out their picto¬ 
rial magazine before each squad starts 
out. and herald rhclr coming with all the 
skill vested in the advertising manager's 
make-up.

f MISS GILDER’S BOOK TALK. 



Albout Oscar WlMe I found an order for those who CANNOT 


MISS GILDETR 


as a> writer, there 
are, I Imagine, no 
two opinions. He 
was a gifted writer 
with a ready and 
pointed wit. No¬ 
where do we find 
this latter qualify 
I more thoroughly ex¬ 
emplified I'han in hie 
( play*. I have seen 
there plays acted 
many times, but 
raver real one until reoenUly. when 
Messrs. Samuel French's Sons pub¬ 
lished "Lady 'WlTudemere's Fan." While 
this play acted uncomimonly well It 
reads even better, and it seems a pity 
that all of Wilde's plays could not be 
collected and published in a good 
library edition. "Lady Windermere's 
Fan" is published! only In. cheap 
pamphlet form. There was an attamp’l 
trade a year or so ago to publish a 
complete edition of Oscar Wlkle's writ¬ 
ings at a aomowhat high price, but the 
young man who was interested in the 
venture told me that ft did. not pay, and 
he stopped it after the first volume, 
"Dorian Gray," was published. In the 
course of time, however, I believe there 
will be an edition of Wilde's writings 
published successfully; not that it 
would make a popular micoesa, but 
there are enough people who admire his 
wit, his sarcasm, his epigram and 
his poetry. For after all is said and 
done, Oscar WHdie was a poet. 

A posthumous volume by this writer 
will be published by Messrs. Put naan in 
the course of a few days. It is called 
•*De Profundis.” and was written In 
hi* prison cell. If one is to believe 
In Its sincerity, and, after alt why not, 
It Is a valuable human document. A 
friend of Wilde's, who calls himself 
Robert Ross, writes the preface and 
edits the Journal, confessions, or what¬ 
ever you please to call it. Mr. Ross 
rays that the manuscript has long been 
known to be In bis possession, for 
Wilde mentioned) Its existence to many 
of his friends. It was written during 
the last months of his imprisonment, 
and! is the only manuscript that he 
wrote while In prison, and! the last 
work In prose he ever wrote. The 
"Ballad of Reading Gaol" wns not 
planned or even composed until he 
had regained his liberty. In sending 
his friend Instructlrms with regard to 
the publication of "De Profundls," 
Oscar Wilde wrote: 


believe; the Confraternity of tho Faith¬ 
less, one might call it, where on an al¬ 
tar on which no taper burned, a priest, 
in whose heart peace had no dwelling, 
might celebrate with unblessed bread 
and a chalice empty of wine."

Advice.” 


Oscar Wilde 
In Prison. 


"Idon'tdefend my 
conduct. I explain 
it. Also, th4re are 
In my letter certain 
passages which 
deal with my mental development in 
prison, and the Inevitable evolution of 
my character and intellectual attitude 
toward life that has taken plaoe; and 
I w’ant you and others who still stand 
by me and have affection for me to 
know exactly In what mood and man¬ 
ner I hope to face the world. Of course, 
from one point of view. I know that 
on the day of my release I shall be 
merely passing from one prison Into 
another, and there are times when the 
whole world seems to me no larger 
than my cell, and as full of terror for 
me. Still I believe that at the begin¬ 
ning God made a world for each sepa¬ 
rate man, and In the world, which is 
wTthin us, one should seek to live. At 
any rate you will read those parts of 
my letter with less pain than the 
others. Of course, I need not remind 
you how fluid a thing thought Is with 
me—with us all— and of what an evan¬ 
escent substance are our emotions 
made. Still, I do see a sort of possible 
goal toward which, through art, I may 
progress. 

"Prison life makes one see people and 
things as they really are. That is why 
it turns one to stone. It is the people 
outside who are deceived by the Il¬ 
lusions of a life in constant motion. 
They revolve with life and contribute 
to Us unreality. We who are Immobile 
both see and know*. 

"Whether or not the letter does good 
to narrow natures and hectic brains, to 
me it has done good. I have ‘cleansed 
my bosom of much perilous stuff.* I 
need not remind you that mere ex¬ 
pression is to an artist the supreme 
and only mode of life. It 1» by utter¬ 
ance that we live. Of the many, many 
things for which w*e have to thank the 
Governor there Is none for which I am 
more grateful thun for his permission 
to wTlte fully to you, and at as great 
length as I desire. For nearly two 
years I have had within a growTng 
burden of bitterness, much of which I 
have now' got rid. On the other side 
of the prison wall there are some poor 
black, soot-besmlrched trees which are 
Just breaking out Into buds of an al¬ 
most shrill green. I know quite w'ell 
what they are going through. They are 
finding expression." 

Wilde begins his book with an allusion 
to his mother's death, which was made 
more terrible to him from the fact that 
he had disgraced her name eternally. 
•T. once a lord of language, have no 
words in which to express my anguish 
and my shame." He admits frankly 
that he ruined himself, and adds that 
"nobody great or small can be ruined 
except by his own hand." He does not 
•pare himself, nor should he. "I have 
lain In prison." he writes, "for nearly 
two years. Out of my nature has come 
wild despair; an abandonment to grief 
that was piteous to look at; terrible 
and Impotent rage; bitterness and 
•com; anguish that wept aloud; misery 
that could find no voice; sorrow that 
was dumb. I have passed through 
every possible mood of suffering. Bet¬ 
ter than Wordsworth himself I know 
what Wordswurth meant when he said: 
" *SufTurlng Is permanent, obscure and 
dark. 

And has the nature of Infinity.* " 

The onHy way to W'rite about this re¬ 
markable book is to quote from it. 
"Religion docs not help me," he writes. 
"The faith that others give to what is 
unseen, I give to what one can touch, 
and look at. My gods dwell In temples 
made with hands; and within the c'.r- 
cle of actual experience is my creed 
made perfect and complete;too complete, 
it may be. for like many or all of those 
who have placed their heaven In this 
earth, I have found in it not merely 
the beauty of heaven, but the horror 
of hell also. When I think about relig- 


When Wilde was 
first put in pris¬ 
on some people ad¬ 
vised him to try 
and forget w-ho he 
was. This, he worries. was "ruinous 
advice." "It was only by realizing 
what I am that I have found comfort 
of any kind. Now I am advised by 
others to t.ry on my release to forget 
that I have ever been in a prison at 
nil. I know that would be equally fa¬ 
tal. It would mean that I would al¬ 
ways be haunted by an Intolerable 
sense of disgrace, and that those things 
that are meant for me as much as for 
anybody else-—the beauty of the sun 
and moon, the pageant of the sea¬ 
sons. the music of daybreak and the 
silence of great nights, the rain fall¬ 
ing through the leaves, or the dew' 
creeping over the grass and making 
it silver—would all be tainted for me, 
and lose -their healing pow'er and their 
power of communicating Joy. To re¬ 
gret one's own experiences Is to arrest 
one’s own devefiopment. To deny one's 
own experiences is to put a He into the 
line of one’s own life. It is no less 
than a denial of the soul." 

Apparently Wilde determined to live 
what he considered a life of pleasure 
while he was still In oollege. "I remem¬ 
ber," he writes, "when I was at Oxford, 
saying to one of my friends as wo were 
strolling round Magdalen's narrow, 
bird-haunted w-alks one morning before 
I took my degree, that I wranted to eat 
of the fruit of all the trees in the gar¬ 
den of the world, and that I was going 
out Into the w'orld with that passion 
in my soul. And so, Indeed. I W’ent out, 
and so I lived. My only mistake w*as 
that I confined myself so exclusively 
to the trees of what seemed to rne the 
sunlit side of the garden, and shunned 
the other side for Its shadow snd its 
gloom. Failure, disgrace, poverty, sor¬ 
row. despair, suffering, tears even, the 
broken w'ords that come from lips in 
pain, remorse that makes one walk on 
thorns, conscience that condemns, f- 
abosement that punishes, the misery 
that puts ashes on its head, the an¬ 
guish that ch-ooses sackcloth foe Its ra|. 
ment and Into its own drink p*uts gall- 
all these w'ere things of which I was 
afraid. And as I had determined to 
know nothing of them. I was forced to 
taste each of them In turn, to feed on 
thcmi, to have for a season, Indeed, no 
other food at all. 

"I don't regret for a single moment 
having lived for pleasure. I did it to 
the full, as one should do everything 
that one does. There was no pleasure 
I did not experience. I threw the pearl 
of my soul into a cup of wine. I went 
down the primrose path to the sound 
of flutes. I lived on honeycomb. But 
to bave continued the same life would 
have been wTong because it would have 
been limiting. I had to pass on."

It was 
in reply to the toast of his health that 
Sir Walter admitted the soft impeach¬ 
ment. I can remember his closing 
words exactly. They W'ere, ‘I am the 
sole and undivided author of "Waver- 
ley." Needless to say there was great 
enthusiasm. The company rose en 
masse, and I thought the roof would 
come off. Scott was congratulated all 
round. It was a gay night, and the ut¬ 
most conviviality prevailed. 

"He was lithesome and gay," Croat 
says of Sir Walter, "and looked the 
real type of a fine old Scottish gentle¬ 
man, chatting animatedly with one of 
the kiW lords sitting next to him. He 
made a first-class after-dinner speaker:

social disposition.

In the United States. ; 


Notwithstanding its appalling title. 
Prof. Edwin Grant Dexter’s bock Is far 
from dull. The difficulties to be en¬ 
countered In preparing such a history 
are obvipuf?, and hitherto no work of 
such thoroughness as the present cne 
has been accomplished. Prof. Dexter 
does not pretend to have produced a 
book that wi.l be accepted as final. 
It is a report of pregress*, rather than 
the last word on the Eubject. 

The first English settlement at James¬ 
town consisted largely of adventurers 
and gentlemen of ruined fortunes, who 
came to the new world to find w ealth, 
not to found homes. Therefore, fer tho 
first ten years of th- colony’s existence 
no effort was made 10 start schools. 
But in 1616 King James commanded 
the Bishop of London to co’lect money 
to found a college in Virginia. Aii ef¬ 
forts toward founding this first Arner- 
eon university proved abortive by rea¬ 
son of the massacre of 1622 that depop¬ 
ulated the infant colony. Two years 
later, however, occurred a memorable 
ev'ent in our educational history" 
namely, the initiation of school legis¬ 
lation.

Canadian Reciprocity. 

I The friends of reciprocity with Cana¬ 
da are encouraged by the election of 
[ Gov. Dougins. of Massachusetts, on a 
platform of which that Issue was a 
| chief plank, and in all the States along 
, the border there is evidence that It 
I will be made a distinctive issue in fu- 
| ture campaigns. In Massachusetts the 
demand Is for such reciprocal trade as 
will promote the manufacturing Inter¬ 
ests of that State by reduction of Ca¬ 
nadian tariff rates on cotton and other 
fabrics, boots and shoes, manufactured 
products generally and machinery, with 
reciprocal reduction In our rates on 
coal, lumber and the products of that 
country available for exchange for 
American articles. In other States 
along the northern bonder, among 
the articles of Canadian pro¬ 
duction as to which it will be 
aought to have the tariff reduced or 
removed entirely as promotive of reci¬ 
procal trade In articles of American 
manufacture, is wheat. The great 
trend of Immigration to the western 
provinces of Canada, both from Eu¬ 
rope and from the American States on 
the northern border, has led to the de¬ 
velopment of a large section of fine 
.agricultural tend, the chief product of 
which la wheat. The yield la 
not only larger per acre, but of su¬ 
perior quality for making flour, the last 
crop having been greatly superior to 
that raised In Iowa, Minhesota and 
other of our wheat producing States. 

These conditions, coupled with the 
remoteness of the Manitoba country 
from the seaboard and the large Ameri¬ 
can population which has emigrated 
there from the Northwest, have made 
the question of reciprocal trade a very 
prominent one. The new Canadian 
population being chiefly agricultural, 
m^ed our manufactured articles of all 
kinds, especially our agricultural im¬ 
plements and materials other than 
Wood for construction of dwell¬ 
ings our furniture and house¬ 
hold goods, for exchange of which the 
, chief product Is wheat. But the pres- 
[ ect tariff of 25 cents a bushel is an 
b insurmountable barrier in the promo¬ 
tion of interlerritorlal trade, ond the 
prosperity on both sides of the line 
Is correspondingly crippled. It may be 
argued that the Importation, of wheat 
from Canada free of duty or with a 
-gubstnntlnl reduction, would bring that 
product In competition with the Ameri¬ 
can crop to the detriment of the farm¬ 
ers of the adjoining States. But this 
would be more than offset by the open¬ 
ing of the Canadian markets to equal 
or greater degree as to commodities 
which would go thence to Canada. Be¬ 
sides there is now demand for our 
wheat for foreign export both through 
Atlantic and Pacific ports, either In the 
grain or manufactured, which would 
prevent any serious depression in price, 
while there Is one consideration which 
would make such Importation beneficial 
to the American farmers. The Canadian 
wheat is heavier than ours, being 


ates very much the same relations as 
those existing between the neighboring 
States of the Union and gives to the 
tariff barrier very much the same effect 
am would prevail if there were not an 
interstate reciprocity. 

In addition to these conditions which 
appeal so strongly for Canadian reci¬ 
procity is another of very widespread 
interest. Since the Introduction of the 
process of making paper from wood 
pulp the newspaper press of the whole 
country Is Interested tn the opening up 
of new fields of supply for the raw ma. 
terial for paper making. The common 
w-hite paper, used by printers. Is rrade 
entirely from wood pulp, the chief tim¬ 
ber^ for that purpose being the spruce. 
The spruce forests of this coun¬ 
try are being rapidly exhausted, and 
what remains Is to a great extent mo¬ 
nopolized by those who control the out¬ 
put and price of paper, the cost of 
which is be'ng steadily advanced. The 
spruce forests of Canada are so exten¬ 
sive as to be practically Inexhaustible. 
It would, therefore, be mutually bene¬ 
ficial to us and to Canada if this ma¬ 
terial could be Imported, free of duty 
or nominally so. either as lumber or 
pulp. But the manufacturer? who con. 
troi the American product, as In the 
case of other protected Industries, nat¬ 
urally resist the taking off or reduction 
of the duty. 

With such large interests on both 
aides of the line to be benefited by fec- 
iproclty, and the more liberal tenden¬ 
cies on the port of the Canadian au¬ 
thorities, it seems reasonable to hope 
for a wiser poHcy than the Interested 
protectionists on both sides have been 
'able to maintain. The great mass of 
the people affected by these questions 
are alive to the importance of a change, 
as shown especially In Massachusetts, 
Minnesota and along the border gen¬ 
erally, and If the question is freely dis¬ 
cussed the time cannot be long deferred 
until the ehds contended for are accom¬ 
plished.

something more, 
than five and twen¬ 
ty years ago, there appeared in Louis¬ 
ville a dapper gentleman, who declared 
himself a Marseillaise, and who sub¬ 
sequently came to bo known variously 
as "The Major*’ and "The Frenchman.'* 

I shall not mention him otherwise In 
this veracious sketch; but, looking 
through the City Directory of Marseil¬ 
le I found an entire page devoted to 
his name, though all the entries may 
not have been members of his family. 
There Is no doubt that he was a Mar¬ 
seillaise. Wandering through these 
streets, now in a cafe on La C-anne- 
blere and now along a quay of the Old 
Point, hte ghost has been constantly 
crossing my path. Incesantly dogging 
my footsteps, though he has lain In his 
grave this many n day. I grew to know 
him very well, to be first amused by 
him. then to be Interested, and In the 
end to entertain an affection for him. 

The Major was a delightful com¬ 
posite of Tartarin of Tnraseon and 
the Brigadier Gerard, with a dash of 
the Count of Monte Crtoto; for. when 
he was flush—w hich by some odd coin¬ 
cidence happened exactly four times a 
year—he was as liberal a spendthrift 
as one could wish to meet anywhere 
between the little Principally of 
Monaco and the Headwaters of the 
Nile; transparent as a child; pic. 
turesque to a degree.

After the War—What? 

In discussing "The Fur East After 
the War" Baron Kentaro Kaneko uses 
this significant sentence: 

"One"—he Is referring to the bellig¬ 
erents In Manchuria—"though Oriental, 
stands for modern Western civilization, 
and its success will mean the extension 
of modern ideas naturally and peace¬ 
ably through vast Asiatic domains— 
the ocrldentallzlng of the East. The 
other, though European, elands for an 
absolutism that Is Oriental, and its suc¬ 
cess will mpan the perpetuation of 
Ignorance and the reign of force." 

This Is ex-parte testimony, but It Is 
not less vital for that. Here the Jap¬ 
anese statesman puis a great deal in a 
few words. IIte article, which Is pub¬ 
lished In the World's Work, goes much 
further Into the subject and presents 
what In his view will be the policies of 
Russia and Japan at the close of the 
present' conflict. 

Baron Kentaro Kaneko declares that 
the victory of Russia would fasten 
Russia’s grasp permanently upon Man¬ 
churia; would permit Germany, now 
occupying Klaochow, to seize all the 
province of Shantung lyirg round abou: 
this concession, and open the w*ay for 
France to extend the frontiers of Ton¬ 
kin farther Into the Chinese domain. 
If Russia triumphs, avow’s the Baron, 
China will be dismembered. He con¬ 
tinues: 

"Foreign trade W’Cl but deceive Itself 
If It think thero Is hope for It. should 
Russia perpetuate her hold on Manchuria. 
The open door—pledges or no pledges—will 
t>a rirthlefsKy shut upon the foreign mer¬ 
chant. Russia wifi seise, as she has 
seised throughout her empire, the cool, 
the silver and- the gold mines, and work 
them as government monopolies—unless 
Russian policy lias changed Discouraging 
restrloilons wdfi be placet! upon trade. A 
set of prohibitive tariff duties will be de¬ 
vised She will eaiatClsh. as government 
or protected monopolies, industries of her 
own to drain the wealth of the province 
Into the pockets of favored persons and 
Into her own coffers." 

Thus the Japanese writer summarizes 
the Russian programme: 

"Russian victory, therefore, means dis¬ 
memberment. exploitation, conditions that 
w’Ul check the spread of Western civiliza¬ 
tion, the defeat of the only Just and safe 
policy, that of the American open-door, 
and the Iob» to America of her fre« and 
rightful share In the rich Astatic com¬ 
merce It means **!1C more than this, 
however; for Russian control In Manchu¬ 
ria will Introduce military government 
and establish the Irresponsible autocracy 
of the Russian, with Its constant threat 
of aggression. The world knows how 
strained the relations of Russia and Great 
Britain have long been. The success of 
Russia, with the consequent extension of 
her military frontier and increase In mili¬ 
tary and naval advantages, will bring 
much nearer a struggle between her and 
the EngWtfo in the Orient—a struggle that 
would probably Involva the world. Right. 
Justice, commerce am! peace will prevail 
or be overthrown in the East according 
as Russia loses or wins." 

Those who regard the foregoing as 
an arraignment from a prejudiced 
source may see more to Intereat them 
In what the Baron **ays of the Japanese 
policy. Ue declares the Japanese peo¬ 
ple do not seek territorial expansion, 
and If they win they will restore Man¬ 
churia to China. They will confirm the 
policy of the "open door" In China. 
They will address themselves to awak¬ 
ening the Celestial Empire to the new 
spirit of the East. They will w*ork for 
the extension of occidental thought 
throughout that nation. 

"Do not eUppoae, however," writes 
the Baron, "that Japan, because she 
look? forward to the awakening of 
China, does rot realize the perplexities, 
the all-but Insurmountable obstacles 
that have so often stopped others In 
their confident attempto at change 


quick communication between the central 
government ond the provinces: lr»e vice¬ 
roys. therefore, could be held strictly ac- 
xmntable for the speed and efficient en¬ 
forcement of national mandates within 
their Jurisdiction and oervtrni government 
would beconv* effectIve." 

A standing army is also included in 
the policy outlined for China by Baron 
Kentaro Kaneko. 

"To enable the viceroy to enforce the 
national decrees there must be pro¬ 
vided a standing force of Chime* sol¬ 
diers," he writes, "and from this will 
result the reorganization of the military 
power At first, the soldiers at the 
viceregal capitals must be volunteer*, 
but there will be begun a system of 
conscription which will enroll every 
male subject above the age of tw’enty- 
one—a system of military service like 
that enforced upon the continent of 
Europe. This w’ill create a further re¬ 
alization of central power to which not 
only obedience, but respect and rever¬ 
ence, are due. i# 

The last-named feature will not com¬ 
mand admiration in Amrica, but, evil 
though It be, it does not approach the 
mllltury rigor probable under Ruewlan 
domination. 


A Costly Commission. 

The Spain*!sh Claims Commission has 
been. Jn existence three years and a 
half. It consists of five members, with 
ex-Senator William E. Chandler, of 
New Hampshire, as its iltoairinan. Each 
member gets an annual salary of $3,- 
000. Sucb commiseJona are admirable 
contrivances for paying pensions to 
staitertnen out of a Job. It is 
not to be expected that men* of 
Phis character are going to exhibit un¬ 
seemly haste in the completion of their 
work when that means the cessation 
of their salaries. And it Is true that 
there Is no evidence tending to show 
that this commission (has worked over¬ 
time. 

In the three and one-half years of 
Its existence the oo mantes'Ion bos aJ- 
lowed Just three claims* the aggregate 
amount of which Is $13,000. Meantime, 
the cost has by no means been confined 
to the salaries of tfhe‘members. They 
have authority to send experts to Cuba 
to make investigations, and have used 
this power liberally. The total expenses 
up to date a are put At $650,000. Vnd the 
expenditure Is proceeding at the rate 
of some $150,000 a year. A simple cal¬ 
culation will show' that so far It has 
cost $50 for every dollar allowed. This 
has led to the expression of an opinion 
that this commlralon is about the soft? 
est snap under the Government. 

It is true that It to claimed by the 
friends of the commission that they 
have been very busy deciding prelim¬ 
inary questions whldh must be settled 
before the validity of same of the 
claims can be determined. -But cer 
tainly there ought to be some limit to 
the time needed for the decision of 
such matter. How the delay operates 
is shown by the remark of a Washings 
ton lawyer who appeared In (behalf of 
a claimant, and who responded to an 
order for specific Information on come 
point. "Since the order nvas issued 
he said, "more than 1^00 days have 
elapsed. My client w*as unfortunate 
enough to die In the meantime, and I 
am now at a loss tx> know what step 
I am to take next." There Is ground 
to fear that the work of this commis¬ 
sion will not be completed until all its 
members, as well as many of the 
claimants, are dead.

Washington. Feb. 3.—[ Special.!— 

President RooeeveH is keeping his 
views as to a spring extra session close¬ 
ly to himself, but a few’ people who 
talked w ith him to-day. believe that he 
will surprise Congress by calling a sea 
aion for the last of March or early in 
April. If Congress wants to stay In 
Washington until the middle of the 
summer, well and good. If It wants to 
conclude 11? work and get away that 
will rest with it. The President Is rep¬ 
resented as never having been so quiet 
ly determined in his life. His usual 
custom is to express to his congression¬ 
al friends his hopes and wishes, but In 
the matter of railroad legislation he 
does not propose to Importune. Neither 
does he propose to threaten. If Con¬ 
gress Is able to atajid an extra session, 
so U the President* If there Is any 
burden of responsibility for failure to 
enact Into laws that which the people 
want, the President will be relieved 
when he calls an extra session.

Morton Will Not Be Prosecuted. 


Gen. Gripenborg, lately appointed to 
Russian command at Mukden, to

Paul Morton, formerly vice president 
of the Santa Fe railroad and now* Sec¬ 
retary’ of the Navy, and other officials 
of that svstem. will likely not be crim¬ 
inally prasecuted. although It is ad¬ 
judged by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission that the road has been 
guilty of "flagrant, willful and contin¬ 
uous* violation" of the law In giving 
rebates, and breaches of other sections 
of the interstate commerce act. 

Mr. Morton has givqn testimony be¬ 
fore the commission, admitting that 
rebates w’ere allowed certain concerns 
and explained It by saying that other 
roads w’ere allowing rebates, and If the 
Santa Fe had not done likewise It 
would have been seriously hampered 
in a business w’ay. 

The loophole by w’hich Secretary’ 
Morton and his associates will escape 
Is found In the Elkins law, which pro 
v’Mes that the testimony of any person 
before the Interstate Commerce Com¬ 
mission shall not be used against him 
in the event of criminal prosecution. 
The United States Supreme Court has 
decided that this law to constitutional. 
This will practically preclude the pros¬ 
ecution of the officials of the road. 

The Cabinet was In session for two 
hours and a half to-day and this mat 
ter was considered at length. It was 
the longest session of the Cabinet in 
many months. Secretary Morton re¬ 
mained with the President after the 
other members of the Cabinet had de- 
pa rted. 

The record of the coae has been sent 
the Department of Justice by the In¬ 
terstate -Commerce Commission, but In 
view of what transpired to-day’ It Is 
generally believed that the matter will 
be smoofhed over, and Secretary Mor¬ 
ton will be quietly* relieved of an em¬ 
barrassing situation. 

The anomaly’ of the situation la that 
Secretory Morton, found guilty by the 
Commission of being a party to giving 
rebates. Is one of the principal advisers 
of the President in framing legislation 
to prohibit such action on the part of 
the railroads.

A Plum For Gen. Boseer. 

President Roosevelt has decided to 
apjxdnt Gen. Thomas L. Rosier, who 
was the youngest Brigadier General in 
the Confederate Army, as Postmaster 
at Charlottesville, Va„ or Collector of 
Internal Revenue of the Second Vir¬ 
ginia district, which Includes Rich¬ 
mond. Gen. Rosser was one of the 
volunteer officers in the Spanish-Amer- 
ican war. and was assigned to duty in 
Cuba. He has been a Republican since 
McKinley’s second election. His ap¬ 
pointment was not asked by the Re¬ 
publican machine In Virginia, but to to 
be a personal one with the President. 
Rosser would be appointed postmaster 
at Charlottesville at once, but for the 
fact thnt he indorsed the present post¬ 
master for another term, and feels that 
he would be placed In a bad position 
If he should now accept the place him¬ 
self. The collectorshlp has been prom¬ 
ised to the Incumbent, Asa Rogers, by* 
Representative Slemp and the Virginia 
Republicans who are now dispensing 
patronage, but the President, of course, 
hns the disposition of both offices and 
will do as he desires. 

The President has given a number 
of Southern men. Democrats and Re¬ 
publicans. to underhand that he in¬ 
tends to raise the character of the ap¬ 
pointments in the South, and that here¬ 
after he will, as far as possible, pick 
the best men to be found for po«*rtk>n».

PERSIAN PEDDLER ORDERED TO

FAILED TO SECURE LICENSE. 


For several years an active and con¬ 
tinuous warfare ho* bean carried on 
at Corydon. the county seat of Harrt-

last It appears as If the temperance 
people have the best of the tight. 

James Tabler. who has been engaged 
■ In the retail liquor tmaineas for years, 
and who for the last four years, li¬ 
cense to sell liquors having been re¬ 
fused. has been operating a "blind 
tiger," pleaded guilty in the Harrison 
Circuit Court yesterday to fourteen In¬ 
dictments for violation of the law, the 
fines and costs assessed amounting to 
$500. In addition TabLr agreed to en¬ 
ter pleas of guilty to two other charges, 
which had been appealed to the Su¬ 
preme Court of Indiana, decided against 
Tabler and* sent back for triul. The 
lines and costs in these cases amount 
to $300. making a total of $800 he will 
have to pay for violating the law. Since 
Tabler’* discomfiture. William Fisher, 
formerly of New Albany, who has been 
©grating one of these irregular drink¬ 
ing places, has agreed to quit the bus¬ 
iness, leaving but one In operation in 
the town at present.

NEW TESTAMENT. | 


In this edition of the New* Testament 
Prof. Rotoeritson seeks to help readers 
and student® toy arranging the books 
according to the order of time in which 
they were written. This principle of 
arrangement cannot, It Is true, be 
rightly follow'ed. The retu*on lies In 
the fact that the dales of some books 
In relation rto each other cannot be 
definitely ascertained* A further modi¬ 
fication of this arrangement must be 
made ro as to place the historical 
books before the Epistles, for the rea¬ 
son that though seme of the EplMles 
were written earlier than some of the 
historical books, these latter contain 
the narration of facts necessary to the 
understanding of the Epistles. Dr. 
Robertson consequently placed the 
Gospels first, beginning with Mark, 
ami then the Acts. But even with these 
modifications of the principle the ad¬ 
vantages of the arrangement must be 
ctovlous. 'Uhls is particularly true of 
the Epistles of Paul, which constitute 
»o Ihirge a part of the Now Testament, 
and which are here divide Into four 
groups and presented in their chrono¬ 
logical order. 

To each book Dr. Robertson ha? 
written* a brief introduction, giving the 
probable dtftte, the historical setting 
and an outline of the contents. This 
Is admirably done, and much is con¬ 
’d ensed Into a -small space. Two maps, 
one of Palestine In the time of Christ, 
and the other of Paul’s Journeys, add 
to the value of t he book. 

Dr. Robertson has made use of the 
American, standard revised version. 
k whk:h there is little rtek in asserting 
to lx? the best version of the New' Tes¬ 
tament in English, and probably the 
'best translation of these sacred, books 
even* made Inito any lunguage. 

With this chronological New* Testa¬ 
ment. the render can follow Christian¬ 
ity's ow n account of Jts origin «nd de¬ 
velopment, and. Dr, Robertson has ren¬ 
dered a real service in its preparation

TO MOVE FROM JEFFERSON¬ 
VILLE TO LOUISVILLE. 


TROUBLE FOR SALOON MEN. 


Because he was denied the privilege 
of living In Louisville while holding a 
position In Jeffersonville, George F, 
Schradener, who came from Chicago to 
act as chief engineer at the Govern¬ 
ment depot, has returned to his old 
home and will make no effort to fill the 
position. When Mr. Schradener reached 
Jeffersonville and reported for duty he 
went out on a house-hunting expedi¬ 
tion, but could not find a dwelling that 
would suit him. He rented a place tem¬ 
porarily, under the Impression that he 
could move to Louisville when h$ de¬ 
sired to do so. and part of his furniture 
was transferred from the railroadj sta¬ 
tion. 

The next day he visited the Govern¬ 
ment Depot and had a talk with the 
officer in command there. To him he 
stated his troubles and said he would 
move to Louisville when a house that 
suited hlni was found. He was told this 
would not be consented to for the rea¬ 
son It was desired he be near his place 
of employment so that he could be 
called at any hour In case of emerg¬ 
ency. The place was declined without 
further talk, nnd Schradener hired a 
wagon to haul his goods back to a car. 
After telegraphing his wife to make no 
further arrangements looking to chang¬ 
ing her home, he purchased a ticket 
for Chicago and Is now there. 

This leaves the depot wtthout a per¬ 
manent chief engineer, the place being 
temporarily filled by J. Beeler, of New 
Albany. He recently succeeded Will¬ 
iam Lewis, who quit the place to take 
a position on the river. Lewis was 
appointed temporarily because J. W. 
Ttmmonds had been suspended. Elmer 
E. Davis, who was assistant under Tlrn- 
monds. was ordered transferred to Fort 
McPherson, Ga.. some time ago, but 
he Is still in Jeffersonville, and it Is 
understood he has Informed the War 
Department that he wlU not accept the 
place. 

SNOW ON HIS SHOES 

Causes Lineman To Have Probably 
Fatal Fall. 

Injuries that are believed to be fatal 
were received by Dean Crook, a line¬ 
man for the Louisville and 8outhem 
Indiana Traction Company, whose 
home Is at 143 East Fifth street. New 
Albany, while at work In Jeffersonville 
yesterday morning at 10:30 o’clock. 

Crook was repairing a disarranged 
trolley hanger on Spring street between 
Eleventh and Twelfth, and was using 
a ladder twenty feet long, which had 
been placed against a guy wire running 
from one pole to another. Before going 
up the ladder he did not take the pre¬ 
caution to scrape the snow off of his 
feet, which made his shoes so slick that 
he slipped while at work and fell to the 
frozen street below, fracturing his skull 
and sustaining other injuries. 

He was unconscious when reached by 
his follow employes and was placed on 
an interurban car and taken to the of¬ 
fice of the United Gas and Electric 
Company. The ambulance of E. M. 
Coots & Sons was called and the In¬ 
jured man was removed to the Deacon- 
ness Hospital, where a number of sur¬ 
geons worked upon him. but there was 
no ray of hope. Crook Is thirty-two 
years old and has a wife and three chil¬ 
dren. He came to New Albany a few 
months ago. and previoua to that time 
had been working at Bedford and 
Mitchell, Ind. 


JEFF SALOONKEEPERS 


May Suffer If Recent Decision Is Up¬ 
held. 

If an opinion rendered by Judge 
Claybaugh, of the Clinton Circuit Court, 
at Frankfort, Ind., holds good It will 
be a hard blow to many of the Jeffer¬ 
sonville saloon keepers. It Is claimed 
the decision touches a section of the 
Nicholson law that has not been passed 
upon heretofore. Judge Claybaugh 
holds that It Is a violation of the liquor 
law to even carry a bottle of beer from 
the apartment used as a saloon to an 
adjoining room and deliver It to a cus¬ 
tomer. He also holds that it Is a vio¬ 
lation to carry a bottle of beer to an 
upstairs room In the saloon building 
and allow a patron to drink It there. 

In Jeffersonville it has been the prac¬ 
tice ever since the law went Into ef¬ 
fect to have annexes where drinks were 
served on Sundays, holidays and at 
hours on which the bars are supposed to 
be closed. It has been claimed that a 
saloonkeeper for such violation could be 
fined only for selling without a license, 
which wquld cut no figure with his per¬ 
mit under the Nicholson law*, and 
would not make him liable to have his 
right revoked for being fined a given 
number of times.

Mr. Thurston read Judge Swayne's 
answer, a typewritten document of fifty 
or sixty pager. He took up the speci¬ 
fications of the charges In detail, con 
tending that they were not such as 
should be taken cognizance of by the 
Senate. Toking up first the charge of 
receiving $10 per day fer expenses while 
holding court in Texas, while the 
Judge’s expenses were not so great, he 
admitted the receipt of the money as 
charged, but denied that pi\* conduct 
In this respect was contrary to law, 
as the allowance of $10 per clay was 
Intended to be a flxe'd and definite al¬ 
lowance for judges when holding court 
outside their districts. Judge Swayne 
said that other judges generally have 
drawn the full amoupt of $10 per day, 
and that up to the beginning of the 
present proceeding he had not received 
any intimation from the auditing of¬ 
ficers of the Treasury Department or 
from others that his course in accept¬ 
ing the full amount allowed was con¬ 
trary either to law or custom. 

The charge that in 1893 Judge Swnyne 
•had to his own use a railway car of tho 
Jacksonville, Tampa and Key West 
Railway Company was denied. Judge 
Swayne admitted the use of the car, 
hut claimed that It was occupied by 
himself and friends In going from Del¬ 
aware to Florida on invitation of the 
receiver of the road. He declared that 
no expense was incurred by the rail¬ 
road company on account of his use of 
the car.

Question of Residence. 

Judge Swaytie also denied that he 
failed to establish a residence in his 
district In Florida ap«l said that he has 
resided in that f^nte since 1885 nnd In 
Pensacola since 1804. He admitted that 
with hla family he has been In the 
habit of visiting his father-in-law In 
Delaware. He admitted frequent ab¬ 
sences on account of visits to his fam¬ 
ily, the holding of court elsewhere and 
because of a tour In Europe, but con¬ 
tended that there has been no offense 
in this respect of a character to Jus¬ 
tify Impeachment for high crimes and 
misdemeanors. 

The charge of committing E. T. Davis 
to Jail for contempt he admitted, but 
justified It as a public duty; with ref¬ 
erence to the charge that he had pre¬ 
sided In a suit relating to real es¬ 
tate In Florida, in which he was In¬ 
terested, Judge Swayne denied the 
holding of such Interest. He attributed 
this charge to a conspiracy on the part 
of three lawyers In the case, for the 
purpose of securing delay and thwart¬ 
ing Justice. He also admitted fining 
and ordering to prison Attorneys Sam¬ 
uel Belden and E. T. Davis on the 
charge of contempt for their conduct 
towards hint In the real estate case, 
and said his conduct in tlia/t matter was 
justifiable as was shown by the fact 
that the sentence was utfirtned by 
Judge Pardee of the United States Cir¬ 
cuit Court. Judge Bwayne also justified 
his course in punishing W\ C. O'Neal, 
saying that hiB course In this case had 
been due to the fact that O'Neal had 
made a murderous assault upon the 
trustee in bankruptcy appointed by 
him (Swayne) In a bankruptcy pro¬ 
ceeding,

House Given Time To Reply. 

The reading of the answer was con¬ 
cluded at 2:26 p. m.. almost two hours 
after it had begun. When he con 
eluded Mr. Thurston asked for time to 
file exhibits regarding certificates of 
expenses of Circuit Judges not yet re¬ 
ceived from the Secretary of the Treas¬ 
ury. but on objection of Mr. Palmer, 
the request was withdrawn.

Georgetown Defeats V. M. ('. A. 
In the Ki^ Itasket Hall 
Game. 


HE determination of Frank Dellasa 
Robison, of St. Louis, to have tha 
charges of crooked ball playing 
made against Pitcher Jack Thy 
lor, who was a member of his team lost 
year, investigated by tho National 
Iieogue's board of directors, {s a move In 
the righJ direction, even though It comes 
r trifle late. The game which will bo un¬ 
der discussion took place on July 30 be¬ 
tween tho Pittsburg and St. Louis clubs 
of tfhe same league In Pittsburg, so that 
the National Commission has no Jurisdlc 
tli>n. The 00 mmission, however, will look 
Into other charges against Taylor which 
have been made by Janus A. Hart, of the 
(Tiicagn Nationals, to the effect that the 
player threw one of the games In the poet- 
se.ison aeries of 19<C t6 the Chicago Amer 
leans. 

Taylor wax afterward t^uded to Robl- 
son’s'club by Hart In exchange for O’Neill 
and Brown, and ho was allowed to play 
all of last season In the National League, 
«Vren on the Chicago grounds, althptlL 
Hart notified both Pulliam, president of 
the National League, and Garry Herr¬ 
mann, chairman of the National Commis¬ 
sion. of the alleged evidence of wrong- 
dying against the player as long ago ns 
laM February. 

Robison has been very quiet all through 
the controversy, gathering details from all 
interested persona. Including Taylbr him¬ 
self. and he now declare* that too player 
must either be convicted or vindicated in 
the eyes of tho bjseludl world. 

The Board of Directors when they take 
up this case must prove that somebody 
paid Taylor a sum of money to throw the 
game between St Ixmls and Pittsburg on 
July 30 or the case will fall flat. The Na¬ 
tional Commission, on the other hand, 
must prove that Taylor was fix^d to throw 
a game to the Chicago Americana in 11*10 
or the player will have what Is believed to 
lx* a clear case of damnges again** Hart, 
who *wys he does not care to testify 
against the player before the commission. 
If, In both cases. It should be proven that 
Taylor received bribes, the nanW of the 
men w’ho did the bribing w'ould naturally 
be made known. 

As a mutter of fact, the charges made 
against Taylor by Hurt aro believed tu 
have been the result of chagrin on the 
part of the latter because his bull team 
wus unable to win the po«t-sea»on series 
from the rival American league team of 
that city. In the Pittsburg Kase, llerr- 
mnnn w r as the first person to bring the 
charges licfore the piddle. When he had 
done so he wuJd in an Interview that he 
believed Taylor to be guilty nnd declared 
that he hoped Taylor would bring a suit 
against him for damages. This was a cue 
for Hart to follow and the Chicago man 
promptly m3de a similar declaration. But 
Rob>on. after waiting In vain for Pulliam 
,to take some action, evidently decided 
that tho player was entitled to a speedy 
trial itt n baseball court. If Tnylor Is ac¬ 
quit ted of the charges, the persons who 
have been responsible for the publicity of 
them wtil be open t(^public censur e,

I SUCCESSFUL BUSINESS 

MAN OF VERSAILLES. 


Impatient Over the Delay 
In Negotiations. 


CLAIM THAT DEAL IS CLOSED. 


MADE BY ARCHIBALD STEW¬ 
ART, OF CINCINNATI. 


NO DETAILS FORTHCOMING. 


Cincinnati, O.. Feb. .U—f Special.]— 
Quite a number of Kentucky growers 
came to Cincinnati to-day to learn the 
outcome of th*» negotiations In New 
York. From the taJk among them It 
became apparent that the life of the 
association hangs In the balance. Their 
contracts only bound them till to-day. 
and many of them said that If some 
definite news of success were not' re¬ 
ceived by to-morrow they would lay 
plans to sell their tobacco Monday. Sec¬ 
retary Barton said, however, that the 
manifestation of this spirit did not have 
the osaoclatlon worried, as its promot¬ 
ers felt confident there would be no 
serious hitch. 

Over the long distance telephone 
from New York, Archibald Stewart, of 
Cincinnati, representative of the Bur¬ 
ley Tobacco Growers' Association, told 
W. J. Frtedlander. of the Day and 
Origin Tobacco Company, to-night that 
the deal with the Eastern men to fi¬ 
nance the fight of the growers on the 
trust and to boost white hurley prices 
had all been closed 

He said that at different times during 
the conference there had been points of 
differem e be tween the two lut cta»U. but 
that everything had been smoothed out. 
and all necessary now was the signing 
up of the papers to bind the contracts. 

The conference has hepn on all day 
at the Union League Club New York. 
■Explanation of the details of tin* agree¬ 
ment, as finally entered into, was not 
possible over the telephone, Stewart 
laid him. This information reassured 
some of the Kentucky visitors, but the 
majority are still talking revolt. 

NO FAITH IN THE REPORT. 

Warehousemen Doubt Ability of the 

Growers To Raise Funds. 
Tobacco warehouseman tak* no >to<*k 
in the story published In Cincinnati 
that arrangements have been made to 
finance the needs of the Burley To¬ 
bacco Growers' Association, find that 
in consequence the bulk of the white 
hurley crop will he marketed In Cin¬ 
cinnati. Their information is that the 
Traders of the Growers* Association 
have again been put ofT by the finan¬ 
ciers with whom negotiation** are h lng 
carried on, arid th*y believe that fh 
movement has practically collapsed in¬ 
sofar as securing the necessary finan¬ 
cial backing is concerned. This be¬ 
lief Is with no purpose to throw cold 
water on the movement, but it has 
never been believe*! that the plaits of 
the Association, an finally made, were 
practicable. 

It may l>e true that the Association 
met most of the requirements Imposed, 
bm local warehousemen can not see 
anything in the situation at the pres r 
ent time to warrant the belief that, 
ft he deal is going to he successfully r *on- 
Fummaud. One of them remarked ve*- 
i*rday that he felt so well *iU tailed that 
the money would not be forthcoming 
to finance the deal that he had given 
the matter little attention.. The way 
the tobacco has been coming to ihls 
market, and the amount known to haw 
been purchased in the country indicates 
pretty clearly to warehousemen that 
the farmer* haven't the faith In ihe 
movement they profess to have, and the 
■trade here regards It as a questionable 
matter whether or not the Bur lev As¬ 
sociation could make gcn>d in ruse it 
was called upon to i>erforrn its part 
of the contract to deliver so many mil¬ 
lion pounds of tobacco. It is getting 
late In the season and the facilities for 
handling the crop must be provided 
somewhere. 

It is Interesting In this connection to 
compare the sales of .burley in tills 
market with those of the correspond¬ 
ing period last year New’ burley hast 
l>een sold on the breaks here since .1 ci¬ 
liary 1 to the amount of 13,7^ hogs¬ 
heads as compared with IL0S9 hogsln ad.n 
lo the same date In 190*1. T.ast year's 
crop was smaller, however. From Jan¬ 
uary 1 to January 28 tin* offerings of 
new burley in the Cincinnati market 
have amounted to 946 hogshead* It 
Is a well-known fact that Cincinnati 
is stocked with a lot of high-priced old 
burley. bought on speculation during 
the corner of last spring, and this 
has hurt business there. Several well- 
known Cincinnati buyers have come to 
this market to get supplies of hurley 
tobacco and are now buying on th*» 
local breakr.

Th* 
only opposition to the appointment of* 
a full quota of truant officers, an pro¬ 
vided by the recentliv^nactel law. is the 
lack of funds. It Is generally con¬ 
ceded by members of tb? hoard tHat 
the funds are not sufficient now for 
the payment of a full quota of officers 
—one'to each 3.1>00 school children, and 
it Is know-n that members of the hoard 
who favor the appointment of the tru¬ 
ant officers are not In favor of th^ ap¬ 
pointment of a few, but will Insist on 
waiting until the September session, 
when the full number can be arnang?d 
for. 

It Is expected that the committee of 
women will be present at Monday 
night's meeting and that the appoint¬ 
ment of truant officer** will be irrged 
by them. Mr. Braohey said yester¬ 
day that the tenor of the communica¬ 
tion from them, now in his bunds, is 
to the effect that the appointments 
should, be made without delay; that 
the funds be raised In some manner.

“Trade demand has again been disappoint¬ 
ingly light. Complaint* have readied us from 
tho Pout hem State* that butane** 1a suffering 
there on account of the great decline in cot¬ 
ton. W< ccmslder tt»1* depression. In trade cir¬ 
cle* In Ihe Southern Stotee a# only a tempo¬ 
rary affair, a* the great bulk of the cotton 
crop was marketed at price* which must hav* 
been very remunerative to the planter* From 
the Western and Northwestern State* the is- 
port* which reach us show that there I* a re¬ 
luctance cn the part of dealer* to stock up on 
account of the experience encountered a year 
ago when, a sudden collapse tn price took place 
after they had made considerable purchase*.

W< also had at that time unprecedentedly 
large receipts of mild coffees, whilst this year 
the receipts of tiww kinds are running even 
xmuller than Iti :;<,rmsl year*. On ths other 
hand, ft cannot b* dentd that ths contention 
of the hulta that tb«* i iirTg^nt Rio and Pantos 
crop will be in the nelgbborhvKl of U.500;IT.X) 
tiage t# not borne out by the current receipts 
at Rio and Santa*, which still run heavier 
than such a crop would warrant There are. 
of course, explanations given, and ths plausi¬ 
ble ones, why the receipt* do run so heavy;

HEAVY MORTALITY 


SHOWN IN LOUISVTLLE DURING 
PAST WEEK. 


Severe Weather Has Its Effect— 
Saloon Cases Passed. 


One hundred and live persons died In 
Xiouisville during the week which ended 
yesterday. This is the largest number 
of deaths for any week during the win¬ 
ter and comes wLthin a few of being 
the largest number of deaths during 
any week in the history of the cLty. The 
largest number of deaths for any seven 
days was 116. which was the record 
made during January last year. The 
reason for the large number of deaths 
during the post week Is the severely 
cold weather. Dr. M. K. Allen, the City 
Health Officer, explains the unusual 
Number by showing that the deaths 
were mainly among the very old and 
the very young, who are most easily 
affected by extremes in weather. 

Lung disease caused 38 deaths, pneu¬ 
monia and tuberculosis each being re¬ 
sponsible for 17. Bronchitis caused two 
deaths and broncho-pneumonia and 
pleurisy 1 each. The large number of 
deaths from lung disease shows. Dr. 
Aden says, that the weather has had 
much to do with the heavy death rate. 
Other dlHeiises. which are not produced 
or affected by weather conditions, also 
caused more deaths than usual and the 
combination produced the high number 
of 105. Violence is charged u»p with six 
deaths, one being a homicide. Two 
were produced by burns and two by 
fractures. As compared with the large 
number of deaths, the birth rate was 
low, the total being only fifty-six. but 
little more than one-half the deaths.

CAINE CASE AGAIN TO'DAY. 


Thomas Butler, who applied for leave 
to open a tavern and saloon on Green¬ 
wood avenue, between Thirty-sixth and 
Thirty-eighth streets, was refused a 
licensee by Judge Gregory In the Coun¬ 
ty Court yesterday after a close con¬ 
test with the ”drys” of the locality. 

The community, which is Ju*st out¬ 
side the <«lty limits, divided almost 
evenly on the proposition whether they 
wanted a saloon In their midst, or not. 
One-half of the person* of the precinct 
are negroes and the “dry's** objected 
strenuously to the sale of liquor In 
that locality because they said they 
had little or wo police protection. Both 
sides backed up their claims with pe¬ 
titions signed by the voters of the pre- 
clnot. After Judge Gregory had close¬ 
ly considered the lists and struck off 
the names of those living outside the 
boundaries, he found that the ones 
remonstrating against the saloon to¬ 
taled seventeen, while the “wets’* came 
Just to sixteen. Upon the ground that 
the will of the majority should pre¬ 
vail In such affairs he refused ipplica¬ 
tion for the license. An |nsp#*ptiim of 
the lists developed some curious clr- 
oIrcuinstances. The name of L. H. 
Frank was found on both lists, though 
according to the evidence he hod last 
signed the list circulated by Butler. 
Judge Gregory took notice of this 
change of heart and counted Frank for 
the saloton. In the first Instance he 
had helped to circulate the remon¬ 
strance, according to the proof Intro¬ 
duced. Charles Parker's name was 
found on both petitions, but ovid-mce 
produced showing that he had signed 
the remonstrance in his own handwrit¬ 
ing while hir name was attached to 
the other petition and bis mark made 
as if he were unable to write*. Judge 
Gregory counted him against the sa¬ 
loon. George Heaton was counted as 
favoring the saloon. He signed both 
petitions, but favored the saloon. side 
of the controversy last.

BREWERY WAREHOUSE 

DAMAGED BY FIRE. 


Blaze Breaks Out In Same Portion 
As a Week Ago. 


Fire originating !n the same portion 
ft. was found last Monday caused dam¬ 
age amounting to $4,000 in the branch 
warehouse of the Pabst Brewing Com¬ 
pany. Fourteenth end Jefferson streets, 
at noon yesterday. The loss was chief¬ 
ly on the building, th* entire lining 
of the brick warehouse being destroyed. 
Five hundred box^s were also burn*,!. 

The fire wus discovered by employes 
of the Louisville Hallway Company, 
passing on a street car. and who no¬ 
tified employes of the brewing com¬ 
pany who were working In another por- ‘ 
tion of the building. The fire origin¬ 
ated In the rear, and by the time the 
fire deportment arrived had burned 
away nearly all the interior furnish¬ 
ings. Fire was discovered In exactly 
the same portion of the building last 
Monday, but was extinguished with 
trivial loss. Two months ago a flight 
blaze was extinguished near the rear 
of the warehouse. 

Employes of the company believe the 
Are yesterday resulted fivm the re¬ 
mains of the blaze JiiBt Monday. The 
loss Is fully covered by Insurance.

THE SUFFERING OF TWO 

FAMILIES EASILY TOLD 


Two Women Petition Mayor's Office For Aid That 
Cannot Be Given. 


Dependent for warmth on the coal 
which tfhe can pick up along the rail- 
mod trock and with three children 111 
with pneumonia, Mrs. Mary Gainbrall, 
llvlpg ut 609 East Market street, went 
to the Mayor's office yesterday to ask 
aid. 8he asked for coal, nnd was told 
that the city has none ojv hand and 
could do nothing for her. &he then told 
her troubles. 

“I would no* eoine here for free coal, 
but my children are freezing and I have 
no money with which to buy the coal. 
Three of my children are sick in bed 
with pneumonia, another child 1® in the 
City Hospital with the same disease and 
my husband is sick with the grip. The 
only way we can keep alive is by get¬ 
ting coal from the railroad trucks, 
where it huS fallen off the cars. With 
my boy. who Is well. I go uut and gath¬ 
er enough lb last us for a day and f<h°n 
repeat It the next day. All I want is 
some coal to tide me over until this 
w it her breaks, or my husbam) gets 
well, so he can work.” 

Almost us soon as Mrs. Gamhrall left 
the ndlce another womsn, her face 
drawn with cold and suffering and a 


shatvl gathered close about her thin 
shoulders, entered. She also wanted the 
free coal which the Mayor’s assistants 
are not able to furnish. The woman 
did not give her name, but In a weak 
voice told of her little baby, almost 
starving, and the home which had no 
fire. 

“The rent ls due and I don’t know 
where the money is to come from- to pay 
It,” she said. “My husband is dead.” 
She also was refused because the city 
ha® no coal and she had to leave the 
office without assistance. Botlh cases 
were referred to the Louisville Charity 
organization. 

The applications to the Mayor for 
free have been surprisingly few 

during the last cold snap and most of 
the applicants have been negroee. The 
city has had no free coal during the 
last two weeks and It is said to be 
greatly needed. The coal which was 
given out a short time ago has lasted 
fairly well, und this Is one reason that 
the applications are so few now. It Is 
expected that the General Council will 
appropriate money for another 20,000 
bushels of free coal at the meeting to 
be held next Tuesday night.
